Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  twelfth  Annual  Report 
on  the  Health  Administration  of  the  County  for  the  year  1932. 

BIRTH  Rate — (Pages  7 and  8 ).  The  Birth  rate  for  the 
County  was  167. 

Death  Rate— (Pages  8 and  9).  The  standardised  death 
rate  for  the  County  was  8’2  compared  with  10  0 in  1931. 

Information  in  regard  to  the  principle  causes  of  death  is 
given  on  page  10. 

Infantile  Mortality— (Pages  11-13).  The  County 
rate  was  43  compared  with  68  for  1931  ; the  rate  was  41 
in  1921,  with  this  exception  the  rate  for  1932  is  the  lowest 
from  1911  onwards,  the  rates  were  given  for  the  first  time  for  the 
Administrative  instead  of  the  Registration  County  in  1911,  cor- 
responding to  the  geographical  boundaries. 

With  the  exception  of  1929,  (14)  the  Urban  rate  (25)  was 
the  lowest  since  1911,  and  this  also  applies  to  the  rural  rate 
(48)  with  the  exception  of  1921  (35). 

Particulars  of  rates  per  1,000  births  for  the  10  yearly 
periods  191  1-20  and  1921-30  are  as  follows  :

The  reduction  in  infantile  mortality  in  the  10  years  1921- 
30,  in  comparison  with  the  previous  10  years  is  12  per  1,000 
births  for  the  County,  urban  districts  28  and  rural  districts  9 ; 
the  corresponding  figure  for  England  and  Wales  was  40.  There 
has  been  a much  greater  reduction  in  the  urban  districts  in 
comparison  with  the  rural. 

Milk  SUPPLY — A much  higher  standard  is  needed  in 
regard  to  cleanliness,  the  results  of  the  bacteriological  analysis 
indicate  this.  It  is  very  exceptional  for  milking  cows  in  the 

County  to  be  tested  for  Tuberculosis. 
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HOUSING — (Pages  41-44).  It  is  very  desirable  that  a 

larger  number  of  inspections  of  houses  should  be  made  in  some 
of  the  districts  with  a view  to  defects  being  remedied. 

For  the  year  ended  December,  1932,  the  number  of  houses 
authorised  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  to  be  erected  by  Local 
Authorities  in  Radnorshire  under  the  various  Housing  Acts  was 
58,  the  number  completed  was  54  (all  in  the  Rhayader  Rural 
District)  and  the  number  under  construction  was  4 (in  Painscastle 
Rural  District).  The  number  authorised  to  be  erected  by  private 
enterprise  was  83,  and  45  were  completed. 

Under  the  Housing  Act,  1930,  a County  Council  was  re- 
quired to  make  a contribution  of  £ 1 per  annum  in  respect  of 
so  many  of  the  houses  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Health, 
which  were  required  for  the  accommodation  of  the  agricultural 
population  of  the  district. 

The  grant  was  made  in  respect  of  4 houses  in  the 
Nantmel  Parish,  3 in  the  Parish  of  Cwmdauddwr  (town  of 
Rhayader),  and  1 2 houses  on  the  East  side  of  Rhayader. 

The  Rhayader  Rural  District  Council  has  adopted  a pro- 
gressive policy,  which  might  with  advantage  be  followed  by  other 
Rural  District  Councils  in  Radnorshire.. 

More  use  should  be  made  of  the  Housing  (Rural  Workers) 
Act  of  1926;  up  to  the  present  only  10  houses  have  been 
dealt  with. 

In  conclusion  I desire  to  express  my  thanks  to  those 
members  of  the  County  Council  who  have  given  me  their 
support,  and  to  the  members  of  the  staff  for  their  loyal  co-oper- 
ation and  assistance.

The  population  of  the  3 Urban  Districts  is  given  as 
follows:  Knighton,  1,858  ; Llandrindod  Wells,  2,779  ; Pres- 
teigne, 1,133.  The  population  of  the  5 Rural  Districts  is  given 
as  follows:  Colwyn,  1,914  ; Knighton,  3,875;  New  Radnor, 
2,533  ; Painscastle,  2,144  ; Rhayader,  4,714. 


NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 

Particulars  are  given  on  pages  8 and  9,  Annual  Report 
for  1925. 

I gave  information  in  regard  to  the  average  rainfall  in 
Radnorshire  for  the  8 years  1917-24,  and  also  for  the  5 years 
1920-24. 

For  the  period  1917-24,  the  highest  was  at  Nantgwilt  in 
the  Elan  Valley,  64'7  inches,  followed  by  Rhayader  50‘8  inches, 
Llanbister  (Llananno)  47'6  inches,  Builth  Road  (Vicarage)  43'3 
inches,  Howey  (Kimberley)  40‘1  inches,  Presteigne  (St.  David’s) 
35'1  inches,  and  Glasbury  (Hampton  School)  32'3  inches. 

In  Vol.  II.  1932,  of  the  Transactions  of  the  Radnorshire 
Society,  the  Rev.  D.  Stedman  Davies  gave  an  account  of  the 
rainfall  at  Llandrindod  Wells  and  Howey  from  1843  to  1931 
inclusive  ; and  I wish  to  acknowledge  my  indebtedness  to  him 
for  the  information. 
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During  the  period  1884-1893,  the  rainfall  was  taken  at 
the  Rectory  (now  Hotel  Plas  Winton),  and  from  1895-1897,  by 
Dr.  Bowen  Davies  at  Brynarlais  (now  the  Town  Hall),  Llandrin- 
dod Wells.  The  Rev.  J.  LI.  Herbert  of  Disserth  Rectory  (712  ft. 
above  sea  level)  continued  the  record  from  1898  to  1906,  and 
from  1926  onwards,  and  Mr.  W.  B.  de  Winton  recorded  the  rain- 
fall at  Kimberley,  Howey,  (699  feet  above  sea  level)  from  1907- 
1926. 

The  average  rainfall  for  the  43  years  (1883-1925)  was 
3888  inches  ; the  month  with  the  lowest  average,  viz.,  2'38 
inches,  was  June.  The  average  for  the  6 years  1926-1931,  was 
48‘25  inches,  this  is  above  the  average,  and  would  be  less  over  a 
longer  period. 

The  occupation  of  the  inhabitants  is  referred  to  on  pages 
23-27  of  my  Annual  Report  for  L923,  on  page  9,  Annual  Report 
for  1930,  and  on  pages  24-27,  Report  for  1931.

BIRTH  RATE. 

Live  Births.  The  total  number  of  live  births  registered 
in  the  county  during  1932  was  351  compared  with  325  in  1931  ; 
the  rate  was  167  per  1000  of  the  population,  compared  with  15*6 
in  1931,  and  16*5  for  the  5 years,  1926-30.  There  were  333  legiti- 
mate births  (males  176,  females  157),  and  18  illegitimate  births 
(males  15,  females  3). 

Still  Births.— The  total  number  of  still  births  regis- 
tered in  the  County  during  1932  was  13,  compared  with  30  in 
1931;  the  rate  per  1000  of  the  population  was  ’62  (urban  *52,  rural 
*66)  compared  with  ‘66.  for  England  and  Wales.  There  were 

12  legitimate  births  (males  7,  females  5),  and  1 illegitimate  birth 
(male).

ILLEGITIMATE  BIRTHS. 

(1)  Of  the  18  illegitimate  live  births  in  1932,  3 were  in  the 
Urban,  and  15  in  the  Rural  districts.  The  percentage  of  total 
live  births  was  5.1  (Urban  3*7,  Rural  5'6)  compared  with  8 8 
(Urban  6*9,  Rural  9*3)  for  the  five  years  1926-30. 

(2)  The  male  illegitimate  still-birth  was  in  an  urban 
district.  The  percentage  of  total  still-births  was  77. 

DEATH  RATE. 

The  total  number  of  deaths,  which  occurred  during  1932 
in  the  County  (after  due  correction  for  residents,  who  died  out- 
side the  county,  and  non-residents  who  died  in  the  county)  was 
255  compared  with  285  in  1931. 
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Of  the  deaths  61  (males  28,  females  33)  occurred  in  the 
Urban,  and  194  (males  115,  females  79)  in  the  Rural  Districts.

Of  the  5 deaths  at  the  age  period  5-15  years,  2 occurred 
in  the  Urban  and  3 in  the  Rural  Districts  ; three  males  died 
from  Acute  Nephritis,  Pneumonia  and  Appendicitis  respectively, 
and  1 male  and  1 female  from  Other  Disease. 


INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

The  number  of  deaths  under  1 year  in  the  County  during 
1932  was  15  compared  with  22  in  1931 ; the  infantile  mortality 
rate  (number  of  deaths  under  1 year  per  1,000  births)  was  43 
compared  with  68  in  1931.  Of  the  deaths  2 (1  male,  1 female) 
occurred  in  the  Urban,  and  13  (8  males,  5 females)  in  the  Rural 
Districts. 

Two  deaths  of  illegitimate  children  (male  and  female) 
occurred  in  the  Rural  Districts  ; the  infantile  mortality  rate 
calculated  on  the  18  illegitimate  births  is  111,  compared  with  a 
rate  of  39  in  connection  with  legitimate  births.

No.  5 was  illegitimate,  the  home  was  dirty,  and  there 
was  neglect. 

One  death  occurred  in  the  first  quarter  of  the  year,  7 in 
the  second  quarter,  2 in  the  third,  and  one  in  the  last  quarter. 

Particulars  were  given  on  page  15  of  my  Annual  Report 
for  1930  of  the  causes  of  death  for  the  five  yearly  periods  1921-25 
and  1926-30,  also  for  the  periods  during  which  the  deaths  occur- 
red ; during  the  period  1926-30,  nearly  one  half  of  the  deaths 
occurred  during  the  first  week  (a  distinctly  larger  proportion 
than  that  for  England  and  Wales),  and  over  two-thirds  during 
the  first  month. 

DEATHS  OF  INFANTS,  AGED  1-5  YEARS. 

Two  occurred  in  the  Rural  Districts.  Two  females  aged 
2-5  years  died  from  Malignant  Disease  and  Violence  respectively. 

DIARRHOEA  & ENTERITIS  (under  age  of  2 years). 

One  death  occurred  of  a male,  under  1 year,  in  a Rural 
District,  the  rate  was  2'8  per  1,000  births,  compared  with  6”6 
for  England  and  Wales. 

MATERNITY  & CHILD  WELFARE. 

Ante-Natal  SERVICE. — a scheme  for  the  ante-natal 
examination  of  necessitous  uninsured  expectant  mothers  was 
sanctioned  by  the  County  Council  on  August  7th,  1931.  Under 
the  scheme,  doctors  practising  in  the  County  examine  mothers 
referred  to  them  by  midwives  in  attendance,  it  being  understood 
that  no  patient  would  be  referred  who  could  afford  to  pay  the 
ordinary  medical  fee. 

During  1932,  48  expectant  mothers  were  examined  under 
the  scheme,  15  resided  in  the  Urban,  and  33  in  the  Rural  Dist- 
ricts ; this  is  an  improvement  on  1931,  but  the  number  examined 
is  not  satisfactory.  Forty-four  were  examined  by  their  own 

octors  independently  ; the  large  proportion  resided  in  the  rural 
districts. 
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Of  315  cases  (183  midwifery,  132  maternity)  attended  by 
midwives  in  the  county,  the  total  number  of  ante-natal  examina- 
tions (in  each  case  one  examination)  was  92,  i.e.,  less  than  one- 
third  of  the  expectant  mothers  were  examined. 

Of  200  midwifery  cases  attended  by  mid  wives  practising 
in  Radnorshire,  during  the  year  ended  March  31st,  1933,  20 
were  not  booked,  9 gave  one  week’s  notice  or  less  than  a week, 
and  30  gave  under  1 month’s  booking  ; the  corresponding  figures 
for  the  year  ended  March  31st,  1932,  were  as  follows: — of  217 
cases,  19  not  booked,  3 one  week’s  notice  or  less  than  a week, 
and  16  under  1 month’s  booking.  For  the  first  period,  91  were 
satisfactory  with  booking  3 months  or  over,  and  66  in  the 
second. 

There  are  still  a number  of  mothers  who  do  not  realise 
the  importance  of  early  booking,  with  a view  to  ante-natal 
examination  and  supervision,  and  the  detection  of  any  abnor- 
mality or  defect. 

HOSPITAL. — During  the  year,  16  cases  (all  from  rural 
districts)  were  treated  at  the  Llandrindod  Wells  Hospital  under 
arrangements  made  by  your  Authority. 

Cases  were  first  admitted  to  Hospital  in  1925,  49  cases 
were  admitted  up  to  the  end  of  1931.

(14)  Aged  28  years,  primipara  ; severe  uterine  haemorrhage,  in- 

complete miscarriage. 

(15)  Aged  23  years,  multipara  ; prolongation  of  first  stage  of 

labour  and  hysteria;  live  birth.

previous  confinements  ; excessive  size  of  uterus,  live 
birth  (twins).

Maternal  mortality. — There  was  one  death  during 
the  year  of  a married  woman  aged  37  years  at  the  Llandrindod 
Wells  Hospital,  particulars  are  given  under'  the  cases  (No.  2) 
admitted  to  Hospital.

Of  the  midwives  who  notified  their  intention  to  practice 
in  1932,  2 were  temporary  only,  and  4 left  the  county  ; there 
were  25  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  total  number  of  cases  attended  by  midwives  during 
the  year  was  315  (183  as  midwives,  132  as  maternity  nurses). 


NOTIFICATION  OF  BIRTHS. 

During  1932,  the  number  of  births  notified  was  352  (live 
births  337,  still  births  15),  of  these  304  were  notified  by  midwives, 
15  by  the  matron  of  the  Llandrindod  Wells  Hospital,  29  by 
doctors,  and  4 by  parents.  From  the  returns  supplied  by  the 
District  Registrars,  it  was  ascertained  that  4 births  had  not 
been  notified;  altogether  99  per  cent  were  notified.  In  1921  the 
number  was  90  per  cent,  and  in  1925,  93  per  cent. 
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Inquiries  were  made  respecting  8 still-births  (2  urban, 
6 rural)  which  occurred  during  the  year,  the  particulars  are  as 
follows  : — 
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Health  Visiting. — The  whole  of  the  County  is  now 
covered  by  District  Nursing  Associations  with  the  exception  of 
the  Rhayader  and  St.  Harmon’s  Area  ; the  duties  of  Health 
Visitor  and  School  Nurse  are  carried  out  by  the  District  Nurses. 


At  the  end  of  1931,  there  were  in  addition  to  the  Super- 
intendent Nurse,  1 whole-time  and  18  subsidised  nurses  ; the 
latter  under  16  Nursing  Associations.  It  has  not  yet  been  pos- 
sible to  appoint  a whole-time  Health  Visitor  to  the  Rhayader 
and  St.  Harmon’s  Area.  The  midwifery  cases  in  the  parish  of 
Gladestry  are  attended  by  a temporary  Nurse-midwife,  who 
also  carries  out  part  of  the  work  of  Health  Visitor  and  School 
Nurse.

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Of  84  infants  in  1932,  who  reached  the  age  of  9 months 
within  the  year,  48  (57*2  per  cent)  were  entirely  breast-fed  ; 
21  (25  per  cent)  were  breast-fed  for  a time  ; 5 (5'9  per  cent)  were 
breast  fed  and  artificially  fed  ; and  10  (12*9  per  cent)  were  arti- 
ficially fed  from  birth.  In  cases  where  breast  feeding  was 
carried  on  for  a time,  the  period  was  as  follows  : —

In  the  majority  of  cases  the  feeding  was  under  three 
months  (one  third  for  1 month).  The  reasons  given  for  artificial 
feeding  in  48  cases  were  as  follows: — Failure  of  lactation  28, 
depressed  nipples  7,  ill  health  of  mother  6,  child’s  health  5, 
mother  went  out  to  work  2. 

Of  118  babies  artificially  fed,  the  feeding  was  as  follows :- 
Cows’  Milk  97,  Condensed  Milk  9,  and  Patent  Foods  12. 

The  kind  of  feeding  bottle  in  use  is  very  important, 
information  was  obtained  in  108  cases  ; in  107  a boat  shaped 
bottle  with  an  india-rubber  teat  was  used,  and  in  one  case  a 
bottle  with  a long  india-rubber  tube.  Twelve  children  were 
provided  with  dummies  ; these  are  a frequent  source  of  flatulence 
and  other  troubles. 

It  was  ascertained  that  only  81  out  of  295  infants  slept  in 
a cot,  the  remainder  slept  with  the  mother  ; the  danger  of  over- 
laying is  well  known.  In  connection  with  4,  the  clothing  was 
unsatisfactory.  Nine  infants  did  not  receive  sufficient  fresh  air, 
and  4 insufficient  light. 

Fifteen  houses  were  damp,  3 were  dirty,  and  in  connec- 
tion with  one  there  was  an  inadequate  supply  of  water. 

I am  indebted  to  Miss  J.  Todd  (who  has  acted  as  tempor- 
ary Superintendent  Nurse  and  Inspector  of  Midwives,  during 
the  illness  of  Miss  Lansdown)  for  summarising  the  information 
in  regard  to  the  work  6f  the  Health  Visitors.

On  account  of  the  prevalence  of  Scarlet  Fever,  there 
were  no  sessions  at  Howey  and  Llandrindod  Wells  during  the 
first  quarter,  and  only  2 sessions  at  Llandrindod  Wells  during 
the  second  and  third  quarters. 

The  percentage  of  children,  under  1 year  of  age,  who 
attended  for  the  first  time,  per  notified  live  births  was  14'8. 

On  pages  24  and  25,  of  my  Annual  Report  for  1932,  I 
gave  information  in  regard  to  attendance  at  the  centres  since 
1921  ; a comparison  was  made  based  on  the  average  number  of 
births  registered  at  the  Knighton,  Llandrindod  Wells  and  Pres- 
teigne Centres.  As  only  a minority  of  infants,  on  account  of 
distance,  attend  the  centres,  it  is  left  to  a large  extent  to  the 
Health  Visitors  to  give  instruction  to  the  mothers  on  matters  of 
health,  including  fresh  air,  sunshine  feeding,  etc. 

CLINICS.  Since  1930  the  Eye  Clinics  have  been  avail- 
able for  infants  under  school  age,  and  also  the  arrangements 
with  the  Llandrindod  Wells  Hospital  for  operative  treatment  of 
enlarged  tonsils  and  adenoids. 
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A girl  aged  5)/£  years,  who  had  not  commenced  attending 
school,  was  treated  for  squint  in  the  left  eye.  No  children  re- 
ceived operative  treatment  for  enlarged  tonsils  and  adenoids. 


ORTHOPAEDIC  SCHEME. 

On  pages  25  and  26  of  my  Annual  School  Report  for  1927, 

I referred  to  the  County  Scheme. 

On  pages  21  and  22  of  the  1929  Report,  I referred  to  the 
treatment  of  crippled  children  attending  the  elementary  schools 
in  the  County,  and  on  pages  33  and  34,  reference  was  made  to 
children  attending  the  Secondary  Schools. 

Children  under  School  Age.— There  were  4 new 
cases  (3  boys  and  1 girl)  total  attendances  28  (Llandrindod  Wells 
Centre  15,  Hereford  13),  and  8 old  cases  (5  boys,  and  3 girls) 
total  attendances  55  (Llandrindod  Wells  Centre  49,  Newtown  5, 
Hereford  1). 

Of  the  new  cases,  2 boys  aged  1 month  and  10  months, 
suffered  from  Congenital  Talipes  varus  and  Rickets  respectively. 
A boy  aged  5 years  had  Perthes’  disease,  and  a girl  aged  5 years 
had  bowing  of  the  legs  due  to  Rickets. 

In  connection  with  the  old  cases,  the  defects  were 
rickets  (2),  congenital  metatarsus  varus  (2),  spastic  paraplegia, 
congenital  club  foot,  bowing  of  legs,  and  congenital  talipes, 
equino-varus  (one  foot). 

ADULTS. — There  were  5 new  cases  (3  males,  2 females) 
total  attendances  27  (Llandrindod  Wells  Centre),  and  14  old 
cases  (7  males,  7 females),  total  attendances  71  (Llandrindod 
Wells  60,  Newtown  3,  Craven  Arms  4,  Leominster  4. 

Of  the  new  cases,  two  males  aged  25  years  and  26  years 
respectively  had  severe  flat  foot,  other  defects  were  :-male 
(16  years)  Osteomyelitis,  left  hip  ; female  (aged  46  years)  short- 
ening of  left  hip  ; female  (17  years),  callosity  on  the  sole  of 

left  foot.

SCARLET  Fever. — This  disease  was  in  epidemic  form  in 
Llandrindod  Wells  Urban  District  during  the  first  three  quarters, 
and  in  the  parish  of  Llanyre  during  th9  last  quarter  of  the  year. 
In  Llandrindod  Wells  there  had  not  been  a previous  epidemic 
since  1919  (14  cases  notified)  ; epidemics  also  occurred  in  1911 
and  in  1914. 

DIPHTHERIA. — There  were  no  cases  notified  during  the 


year. 
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MEASLES. — The  disease  was  present  in  epidemic  form  in 
the  parishes  of  Llanbister,  Llananno  and  Llanbadarnfynydd, 
during  the  first  quarter  ; in  the  parish  of  Beguildy  during  the 
first  and  second  quarters  ; in  the  parish  of  Llandrindod  Wells 
Rural,  Llandrindod  Wells  Urban  District,  and  in  the  parishes  of 
Cwmdauddwr,  Rhayader,  and  the  Northern  part  of  Nantmel 
parish  during  the  first  quarter.  The  ordinary  variety  was 
present  in  the  parishes  of  Llanbister,  etc.,  and  Rubella  in  the 
remaining  parishes  of  Beguildy,  etc.  There  were  no  deaths 
from  the  disease. 


WHOOPING  Cough. — The  disease  was  epidemic  in  the 
parish  of  Abbeycwmhir  (Southern  part)  during  the  first  quarter  ; 
in  the  parish  of  Llangunllo  in  the  second  quarter  ; in  the  parish 
of  Llanbister  (Southern  part)  during  the  second  and  third 
quarters  ; and  in  the  parishes  of  Gladestry  and  St.  Harmon’s 
during  the  fourth  quarter.  There  were  no  deaths. 


Chicken  Pox. — This  was  in  epidemic  form  in  parishes 
as  follows:  first  quarter,  Llandilo  Graban  ; second  quarter, 

Llanbadarn  Fynydd  ; third  quarter,  Nantmel  (Southern  part) 
and  Presteigne  Urban  District  ; fourth  quarter,  Nantmel  (South- 
ern part),  Llangunllo  and  Glascwm. 

Mumps. — This  was  epidemic  in  Boughrood  and  Llan-  ' 
stephan  parishes  during  the  second  and  third  quarters,  and  in 
Disserth  and  Trecoed  (Southern  part)  during  the  fourth  quarter. 


Influenza.— This  was  present  in  epidemic  form  in  the 
County  during  the  first  quarter. 

SMALLPOX.— On  page  20  of  my  Annual  Report  for  1921, 
and  in  succeeding  Reports,  I have  referred  to  this  disease. 

The  percentage  of  children  (medically  inspected  in  1932, 
at  the  elementary  schools)  unvaccinated  was  40‘2  per  cent,  com- 
pared with  41‘6  in  1931,  and  with  37'8  in  1922. 
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Particulars  in  regard  to  vaccination  of  infants  under  1

The  percentage  of  infants  successfully  vaccinated  was 
49'6  compared  with  51*9  in  1930. 

Puerperal  Fever  and  Pyrexia. — There  were  2 cases 
of  Puerperal  Fever  notified,  married  women  aged  26  and  37 
years  respectively  ; they  resided  in  Rural  Districts  and  were 
treated  at  home. 

There  were  3 cases  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  notified, 
married  women  aged  24,  38  and  41  years  respectively,  who  resid- 
ed in  Rural  Districts.  In  the  first  case  the  rise  of  temperature 
was  caused  by  Bronchitis  associated  with  Influenza.  The  female 
aged  38  years  was  treated  at  the  Knighton  Poor  Law  Institu- 
tion, and  the  other  2 cases  at  home. 

There  were  no  deaths  during  the  year  from  Puerperal 


Sepsis. 
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Ophthalmia  Neonatorum.— One  notification  was 
received  from  a Rural  District,  in  connection  with  a male  legiti- 
mate infant,  aged  3 days.  The  particulars  are  as  follows  : —

The  infant  (a  male)  was  admitted  to  Llandrindod  Wells 
Hospital.  It  suffered  on  admission  from  jaundice,  and  was 
weakly  ; it  died  nine  days  after  admission  from  general  debility. 
Both  eyes  were  inflamed,  but  there  was  only  discharge  from  one 
eye. 


Other  Diseases. — There  were  no  notifications  of 
Acute  Poliomyelitis  or  Encephalitis  Lethargica  during  the  year. 


ISOLATION  HOSPITAL. 

In  accordance  with  Sec.  63  of  the  Local  Government  Act, 
1929,  a Special  Report  on  the  provision  in  Radnorshire  of  ade- 
quate Hospital  accommodation  for  the  treatment  of  Infectious 
Disease  (including  Smallpox),  was  presented  to  the  Public 
Health  and  Housing  Committee  on  22nd  January,  1932.  I give 
some  of  the  particulars  in  the  present  Report. 

There  are  3 Isolation  Hospitals  in  the  County,  viz  : — 
that  at  the  Rhos,  2 miles  from  Knighton,  previously  called  the 
Knighton  and  Teme  Isolation  Hospital,  but  now  serving  the 
districts  of  Knighton  Urban  and  Rural  (population  5791,  Census 
1931,  acreage  92,536)  ; this  consists  of  2 adjoining  cottages  of 
brick  and  consists  of  3 rooms,  the  area  of  the  site  is  ^4  acre. 
The  building  is  less  than  40  feet  from  the  boundary  fence. 

There  is  insufficient  accommodation  for  the  nursing  and  domes- 
tic staff. 


. T,he  Llandrindod  Wells  Hospital  serves  the  Urban 
District  (population  2925,  and  acreage  1509)  ; it  is  situated  in 
Urookland  Road,  and  the  site  covers  1'3  acres.  The  building 
consists  of  one  block  of  2 wards  of  galvanised  iron,  with  a small 
room  between  the  2 wards  ; there  is  accommodation  for  2 nurses 
and  also  a small  building  for  the  use  of  the  caretaker.  There  is 
a population  of  over  600  within  a radius  of  a mile. 


p j T^e  Rhayader  Hospital  is  situated  on  the  Aberystwyth 
rcoad,  1^  miles  from  Rhayader),  and  serves  the  Rural  Districts 
1 KhayEider  (population  4799)  and  Llanwrthwl  (population  349)  • 

n a ™CHrea8e fh1’40?'  Tlere  is  a population  of  10  persons  with! 
radius  of  Vl  mile.  The  building  consists  of  a block  of  2 
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wards  of  timber  on  a brick  base,  and  there  is  also  accommodation 
for  2 nurses  and  2 domestics  ; the  site  covers  2 acres.  The 
hospital  was  built  at  the  time  of  the  construction  of  the  Elan 
Valley  Waterworks,  and  has  not  been  used  since. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  by  the  Painscastle  Rural 
District  for  the  admission  of  cases  of  scarlet  fever,  diphtheria 
and  smallpox  (belonging  to  the  district)  to  the  Hay  Isolation 
Hospital  ; the  building  is  constructed  of  galvanised  iron. 

Buildings  of  a temporary  character  (wood  or  galvan- 
ised iron)  are  not  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  (Memo. 
Hosp.  (2)  ; such  buildings  are  considered  to  be  ill-suited  for 
permanent  use,  for  the  reason  that  it  is  difficult  to  maintain 
them  at  a proper  temperature  during  extremes  of  hot  and  cold 
weather  ; moreover  they  are  less  durable  than  brick  or  stone 
buildings,  requiring  more  frequent  repairs  in  order  to  keep  them 
in  a properly  weatherproof  condition,  and  they  are  liable  to  be 
destroyed  by  fire  or  storm. 

In  the  4 Isolation  Hospitals,  there  is  accommodation  for 
only  one  disease  at  a time,  with  the  exception  of  Hay,  which 
contains  a block  for  smallpox  cases. 

The  total  accommodation  for  cases,  according  to  the 
Ministry  of  Health  standard  of  144  sq.  ft.  floor  space,  is  18  beds 
(Knighton  2,  Llandrindod  Wells  6,  Hay  6,  and  Rhayader  4). 
The  accommodation  at  the  Knighton  and  Hay  Hospitals  is 
shared  by  more  than  one  Sanitary  Authority,  and  might -not  be 
available  for  any  particular  district. 

The  accommodation  in  the  above  hospitals  for  the 
nursing  and  domestic  staff  is  limited  ; in  none  of  the  hospitals 
is  there  a telephone,  disinfecting  apparatus,  ambulance,  mor- 
tuary, or  porter’s  lodge  ; in  only  one  hospital  (Hay)  is  there  a 
laundry. 

In  his  Annual  Report  for  1930,  Sir  George  Newman,  the 
Chief  Medical  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  refers  to  the 
advantage,  from  an  economic  point  of  view  of  a large  hospital 
serving  an  area  many  times  larger  than  formerly,  on  account  of 
“facilities  for  rapid  transport  and  the  increas  d use  of  the  tele- 
phone.” In  referring  to  the  treatment  of  the  various  infectious 
diseases,  he  states,  “It  seems  probable  that  in  many  districts  too 
narrow  a view  has  been  taken  of  the  functions  of  isolation 
hospitals,  scarlet  fever  and  diphtheria  being,  perhaps,  the  only 
diseases  treated.  It  is  much  to  be  desired  that  accommodation 
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should  be  available  for  other  infectious  diseases.  Separate 
ward  blocks  cannot  of  course  be  provided  for  a large  number 
of  diseases,  but  it  is  important  that  a good  proportion  of  beds 
should  be  in  single  bed  wards  or  cubicles.” 

I made  the  following  proposals  : — 

(A)  ISOLATION  HOSPITALS  (other  than  Smallpox). 

(1)  That  a hospital  of  a permanent  nature  be  provided  in 
a central  position  in  Radnorshire,  with  accommodation  for  cases 
of  scarlet  fever,  diphtheria,  typhoid  fever,  paratyphoid  fever, 
and  also  for  complicated  cases  of  measles,  whooping  cough, 
influenza  and  pneumonia,  and  diseases  of  the  central  nervous 
system. 

(2)  That  when  the  above  hospital  is  built,  the  use  of  the 
present  isolation  hospitals  for  the  accommodation  of  the  above 
diseases  be  discontinued  and  that  the  existing  hospitals  be  avail- 
able for  cases  of  smallpox  of  the  present  type. 

(3)  The  site  should  be  such  as  to  comply  with  the  regu- 
lations of  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  regard  to  Smallpox  Hospitals. 

(4)  In  the  interval  before  the  central  hospital  is  com- 
pleted, the  existing  hospitals  should  be  available  for  the  admis- 
sion of  cases  from  any  district  in  the  county. 

(B)  SMALLPOX  HOSPITALS. 

I did  not  propose  the  erection  of  2 hospitals,  as  in  case  of 
an  extensive  outbreak  of  Smallpox,  the  proposed  central  hospital 
could  be  used  for  the  accommodation  of  Smallpox  cases, 
provided  the  conditions  laid  down  by  the  Ministry  in  Memo. 
Hosp./2  were  carried  out. 

After  consultation  with  Dr.  Llewelyn  Williams,  the 
Chief  Medical  Officer,  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Welsh  Board  of 
Health,  at  Cardiff,  a scheme  for  a permanent  building  was  pre- 
sented to  the  Public  Health  and  Housing  Committee  on  15th 
July,  the  plans  being  prepared  by  Mr.  F.  Edwards,  Architect. 

The  scheme  provides  for  a pavilion  block  with  4 beds  for 
males  and  6 for  females,  with  2 small  separation  wards  ; and  a 
block  of  cubicle  wards,  3 for  males  and  3 for  females,  with  an 
administration  block  for  nurses  and  domestic  staff,  and  a porter’s 
lodge,  laundry  and  mortuary.  The  area  would  be  2 acres  and 
the  approximate  cost  £8,000. 

After  discussion  the  Committee  agreed  to  make  no 
recommendation  in  regard  to  the  building  for  the  present. 
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TUBERCULOSIS. 


During  1932  reports  of  22  cases  of  Tuberculosis,  notified 
on  Form  A (19  Pulmonary,  3 Non-Pulmonary)  were  received 
through  the  District  Medical  Officers  of  Health. 

Non-Notification.— Information  from  the  death 
returns  of  the  Registrar-General,  showed  that  5 cases  of  Tuber- 
culosis in  the  County  had  not  been  notified  ; particulars  are  as 
follows : —

Of  the  27  cases  that  should  have  been  notified,  5 (18  per 
cent)  were  not  notified,  viz  : Pulmonary  3 (14  per  cent),  Non- 
Pulmonary  2 (40  per  cent). 


Particulars  are  as  follows: — A male,  aged  70  years,  died 
of  Tuberculosis  of  the  Coecum,  and  a male  aged  53  years,  died  of 
Phthisis  ; both  resided  in  the  Rhayader  Rural  District.  A 
female,  aged  56  years,  who  resided  in  the  Llandrindod  Wells 
Urban  District,  died  of  Miliary  Tuberculosis.  A male,  aged  44 
years,  resided  in  the  New  Radnor  Rural  District,  and  a female, 
64  years,  in  the  Painscastle  Rural  District  ; the  cause  of  death 
in  both  cases  was  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. 


Deaths. — During  the  year  there  were  11  deaths  from 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  (4  males,  7 females),  particulars  in 
regard  to  districts  and  age  periods  are  given  in  Tables  I.  and  II. 
Appendix. 

Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis.— Information  was 
received  on  Form  A.  in  regard  to  3 cases  ; a male,  aged  4 years, 
had  Tuberculosis  of  the  glands  of  the  neck,  and  2 females,  aged 
and  3^  years,  suffered  from  Tubercular  Meningitis  and 
Tuberculosis  of  the  Spine  respectively. 
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Particulars  of  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis,  and  of  all 
deaths  from  the  disease  in  the  area  during  1932  are  given  below  :

The  rates  of  non-notilied  tuberculosis  deaths  (5)  to  total 
tuberculosis  deaths  (15)  is  1 to  3. 

In  each  case  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  and  in  cases  of 
Non-Pulmonary  disease  in  which  the  diagnosis  could  have  been 
made  within  a reasonable  period  of  death,  a communication  is 
sent  to  the  medical  practitioner  concerned.  In  some  cases 
there  is  omission  on  the  part  of  some  of  the  District  Medical 
Officers  of  Health  in  the  County  to  send  copies  of  Notifications 
on  Form  A.  as  required  by  the  Tuberculosis  Regulations. 


Prevention  and  Treatment. — Full  particulars  were 
given  on  pages  21-25  Annual  Report  for  1924,  and  on  pages  34-39 
Annual  Report  for  1925.  No  action  was  taken  under  the  Public 
Health  Regulations,  1925,  or  under  Section  62,  Public  Health 
Act,  1925. 

The  Highland  Moors”  situated  on  the  outskirts  of 
Llandrindod  Wells,  was  purchased  by  the  Welsh  National 
Memorial  Association,  and  was  formally  opened  on  April  28th. 
There  is  accommodation  for  60  boys,  either  convalescent  non- 
pulmonary  surgical  cases,  or  boys  who  do  not  suffer  from 
pulmonary  disease,  but  come  from  homes  where  there  is  a good 
deal  of  infection.

BACTERIOLOGICAL  WORK. 

During  1932, 11  throat  swabs  were  examined  by  the  Clinical 
Research  Association,  London,  for  the  presence  of  Diphtheria 
bacilli,  in  no  case  were  these  organisms  detected. 

One  swab  was  examined  for  Haemolytic  Streptococci, 
but  these  were  not  demonstrated. 

Twelve  specimens  of  blood  were  sent  to  the  Birmingham 
University  Laboratory  for  examination  for  the  Wasserman 
re-action.  4 were  positive,  2 of  doubtful  re-action  and  6 negative. 

Two  swabs  for  detection  of  Gonococci  were  negative.

SALE  OF  FOOD  AND  DRUGS. 

The  following  are  particulars  of  the  samples  taken  for 
analysis  by  Mr.  Powell,  Inspector  under  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Acts,  during  the  year. 

Public  Health  Condensed  Milk  Regulations, 
1923-27. — Two  samples  taken  complied  with  the  Regulations.

Public  Health  Preservatives  in  Food  Regula- 
tions, 1925-27. — Particulars  are  given  in  the  table  which  fol- 
lows ; all  the  samples  of  milk  and  other  food  were  free  from 
preservatives,  or  only  contained  the  permissible  amount. 

Milk  & Cream  Regulations.— Twenty-nine  samples 
were  taken,  2 of  local,  and  27  of  foreign  cream.  The  local 
creams  contained  an  average  of  40‘5%  of  fat  ; but  the  samples  of 
foreign  cream  only  averaged  20'2%  to  26‘2%.

„ Nl“efceen  samples  of  new  milk  were  deficient  in  fat  ; 14 
slightly,  2/o  to  3%  deficiency,  and  the  remainder  to  a larger 
extent  Three  were  deficient  to  the  extent  of  10%,  13%  and  15% 
below  the  recognised  standard  of  3%.  Samples  were  taken  direct 

om  the  cows  and  a simiiar  deficiency  was  found  ; no  proceed- 
ings were  taken. 
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In  two  cases  there  was  a deficiency  of  56%  and 
24%  respectively  ; proceedings  were  taken  and  fines  of  £1 
and  £4  10  were  imposed  by  the  Bench,  in  regard  to  the  first 
case  at  Presteigne  on  November  1st,  and  the  second  case  at 
Knighton  on  November  16th.  In  both  cases  samples  were  taken 
direct  from  the  cows  by  Mr.  Powell,  and  the  analyses  showed 
that  the  milk  was  well  above  the  standard. 

It  is  important  that  samples  should  be  taken  periodically 
from  every  purveyor. 


MILK  SUPPLY. 

Information  in  regard  to  number  of  registered  cowkeep- 
ers  in  each  district  in  Radnorshire  is  given  on  page  31  of  my 
Annual  Report  for  1928  ; the  number  of  vendors  was  148. 

Bacteriological  Examination  of  Milk.— During 
the  year  66  samples  were  taken  by  Mr.  Powell,  Inspector  of 
Food  and  Drugs,  in  6 of  the  8 Sanitary  Districts,  and  were  sent 
to  the  Public  Analyst  for  examination.

In  9 milks,  B.Coli  was  present  in  l/10th  c.c.  and  m 16 
milks  in  l/10th  c.c.  and  l/100th  c.c.  To  conform  to  the  standard 
of  Grade.  A.  Milk,  the  number  of  organisms  must  not  exceed 
200,000  per  c.c.  and  B.Coli  must  not  be  present  in  1/100  c c 
Certified  Milk  must  be  from  cows  free  from  Tuberculosis  an 
must  not  contain  more  than  30,000  organisms  per  c.c  and  no 
B Coli  in  l/100th  c.c.  ; in  neither  case  must  the  milk  be  heated. 
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Twenty-eight  samples  conformed  to  the  standard  of 
Certified  Milk  as  regards  number  of  organisms  and  presence  of 
B.  Coli,  and  16  samples  to  Grade  A.  Milk.  Samples  had  been 
taken  previously. 

Three  samples  conformed  to  Grade  A.  Milk  in  regard  to 
organisms  only,  B.  Coli  was  present  in  l/10th  and  l/100th  c.c. 

Particulars  in  regard  to  samples  taken  during  the  period 
1924-30,  were  given  on  page  48,  Annual  Report  for  1930,  and 
information  in  regard  to  Clean  Milk  Competitions  on  pages  32 
and  33,  Annual  Report  for  1928. 

There  is  room  for  improvement  in  regard  to  cleanliness  ; 
I referred  to  this  matter  in  detail  on  page  48,  Annual  Report  for 
1930. 

Where  the  results  of  the  examinations  of  milk  were 
unsatisfactory,  communications  were  sent  to  the  District 
Medical  Officers  of  Health,  and  the  Vendors. 

It  is  essential  that  samples  of  milk  should  be  taken  for 
bacteriological  analysis  from  every  purveyor  of  milk  at  least 
once  per  year,  and  this  is  a duty  which  devolves  on  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  or  Sanitary  Inspector,  of  each  Local  Authority. 

Tubercle  Bacilli  in  Milk. — No  samples  were  taken 
in  1932  ; particulars  of  samples  taken  during  the  period  1926-30 
are  given  on  pages  48  and  49,  Annual  Report  for  1930. 

MEAT  INSPECTION. 

This  was  referred  to  in  detail  on  page  51,  Annual  Report 
for  1925.  Some  of  the  private  slaughter-houses  are  unsatisfac- 
tory. It  is  important  that  the  Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations, 
1924,  should  be  carried  out. 

HOUSING. 

On  page  51,  Annual  Report  for  1925,  I gave  information 
in  regard  to  Housing  since  1921  ; on  pages  35-36,  Report  for 
1927,  I gave  particulars  in  regard  to  defective  houses,  and  the 
erection  of  new  houses  in  the  different  districts,  for  the  3 years 
1924-26  ; and  on  pages  49  and  50,  Report  for  4 930,  in  regard  to 
new  houses,  and  also  houses  dealt  with  since  1927,  under  the 
Housing  (Rural  Workers)  Act,  1926  ; a good  deal  more  could  be 
one  under  this  Act.  During  1931,  3 applications  were  received 
or  financial  assistance,  and  £75  was  granted  in  each  case.  One 
application  was  made  in  1932,  in  regard  to  repairs  to  2 cottages, 
and  £100  was  granted.

On  page  50,  Annual  Report  for  1930,  reference  was  made 
to  the  Housing  Act,  1930,  which  came  into  operation  on  August 
16th,  of  that  year. 

Under  Sec.  34  of  the  Act  of  1930,  a contribution  of  £1 
per  annum  was  made  by  the  County  Council  towards  the  cost  of 
15  houses  provided  by  the  Rhayader  Rural  District  Council  for 
the  agricultural  population. 

Under  this  Act,  a Rural  Council  can  deal  with  slum 
areas.  Particulars  of  Exchequer  Grant  are  given  on  page  12  of 
Circular  1138,  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  ; it  amounts  to 
£2  5 0 multiplied  by  the  number  of  persons  displaced  from 
unhealthy  areas,  for  whom  new  rehousing  accommodation  has 
been  rendered  available.  A Local  Authority  is  authorised  under 
the  Act  to  charge  differing  rents  for  the  houses  provided,  or  to 
grant  to  the  tenant  of  any  house  rebate  from  rent. 

The  Exchequer  assistance  provided  under  the  Act  is 
intended  to  enable  a Local  Authority  to  let  a proportion  of  the 
houses  at  a definitely  lower  rent  than  that  normally  charged  for 
other  houses  owned  by  them. 

As  some  of  the  Annual  Reports  of  the  District  Medical 
Officers  of  Health  are  only  received  late  in  the  year,  following 
the  period  of  the  report,  I am  unable  to  give  particulars  in 
regard  to  1932,  but  information  is  given  in  reference  to  the  year 
1931. 

NEW  HOUSES. — Four  houses  were  erected  by  state  as- 
sistance by  the  Rhayader  Rural  District  Council  ; plans  were 
prepared  in  regard  to  the  erection  of  2 houses  by  the  Painscastle 
Rural  District  Council,  at  Bryngwyn. 

Four  houses  were  erected  by  private  owners  in  Llan- 
drindod Wells,  1 in  the  Knighton  Rural  District,  and  two  in  the 
Rhayader  Rural  District.

In  Colwyn  Rural  District  a closing  order  became  opera- 
tive under  E.  ; and  in  Rhayader  Rural  District  as  the  result  of 
proceedings  under  E.,  14  notices  were  served  requiring  repairs, 
and  16  dwelling  houses  as  a result  were  rendered  fit.  No  action 
was  taken  under  D.  or  F.  in  any  of  the  districts. 

WATER  SUPPLIES. 

Llandrindod  Wells  Urban  District.— A new 
storage  reservoir  has  been  completed.  Additional  mechanical 
filters  have  been  installed  ; sand  filtration  has  been  discontinued, 
the  mechanical  filters  being  in  use,  and  the  water  is  finally 
chlorinated.  The  new  reservoir  enables  a sufficient  pressure  of 
water  to  be  supplied  to  all  houses. 

It  is  desirable  that  samples  of  the  filtered  water  should 
be  submitted  for  bacteriological  analysis  at  least  monthly. 

Colwyn  Rural  District.— The  provision  of  a proper 
supply  to  the  village  of  Howey  is  under  consideration. 
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Rhayader  Rural  District.— The  reservoir  on  the 
west  bank  of  the  River  Wye,  2 miles  above  Rhayader,  has  been 
completed  ; a sufficient  amount  of  water  is  now  available  for 
the  town  of  Rhayader  at  all  times  of  the  year. 

Particulars  in  regard  to  other  areas  have  been  previously 
given  in  Annual  Reports. 

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

Knighton  Urban  District. — The  sewage  scheme 
has  now  been  completed  ; the  sewage  passes  into  a detritus 
tank,  and  thence  via  a sedimentation  tank  and  bacteria  beds  to 
the  River  Teme. 


SCAVENGING. 

Knighton  Urban  District. — The  refuse  is  collected 
and  deposited  on  a tip,  as  much  as  possible  being  burnt. 

Llandrindod  Wells  Urban  District.— Refuse  is 
collected  and  taken  to  the  destructor  in  a covered  cart. 

Presteigne  Urban  District. — Refuse  is  collected 
twice  weekly  and  carted  to  the  tip. 

Rhayader  Rural  District— Since  August,  1931,  a 
regular  bi-weekly  collection  of  garbage  has  been  carried  out  by 
the  district  council.  The  refuse  is  deposited  on  a dump,  set 
apart  for  this  purpose  ; some  is  destroyed  by  burning. 

Reference  was  made  to  Water  Supplies,  Pollution,  Sewage 
Disposal,  Privies,  Scavenging,  etc.,  on  pages  50-52,  Annual 
Report  for  1930.

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Training. — There  are  no  persons  being  trained  at 
the  present  time. 

Employed,  A male  aged  28  years  is  a Home  Worker 
and  repairs  boots,  he  receives  7/6  weekly  in  augmentation  of  his 
earnings. 

A male  aged  28  years  is  a Home  Worker  (basket  maker), 
he  receives  10/-  weekly,  and  was  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Swansea  Institution. 

A grant  of  10/-  a week  is  given  to  a female  aged  63  years, 
in  augmentation  of  her  earnings  by  knitting  stockings. 

A male  aged  26  years,  who  is  a brush-maker,  is  not 
under  the  Home  Workers’  Scheme. 

Four  males  follow  occupations  as  follows  : — Piano  tuner 
(1),  Innkeeper  (1),  Journalist  and  Piano  Tuner  (1),  and  Farm 
Labourer  (1).  A female  is  in  domestic  service. 

UNEMPLOYABLE. — At  the  end  of  the  year,  1 male  receiv- 
ed 2/6  per  week  through  the  Public  Health  and  Housing  Com- 
mittee, 1 male  and  2 females  5/-  weekly,  and  2 females  7/6  per 
week. 

MENTAL  DEFICIENCY. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  54  persons  (26  males, 
28  females)  on  the  Register  (apart  from  those  under  the  Poor 
Law)  ; mentally  defective  children,  other  than  imbeciles,  are  not 
included. 

There  were  on  December  31st,  9 persons  (4  males,  5 
females)  under  Order  in  Institutions  ; 2 (1  male,  1 female)  were 
under  16  years  of  age,  and  7 (3  males,  4 females)  were  aged  16 
years  and  over.  Two  males  aged  25  and  26  years  respectively 
were  in  the  Forden  Institution,  Montgomery  ; two  males  aged 
11  and  19  years,  are  in  Stoke  Park  Colony,  near  Bristol. 

There  are  5 females  aged  14,  20,  22,  36  and  38  years  in 
Pantglas  Hall  Institution  ; the  female  aged  22  years  was  admit- 
ted under  Order  on  February  1st,  1932. 

A youth  aged  17  years  is  under  guardianship  in 
Middlesex. 

The  remainder  of  the  cases  are  under  supervision. 
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Accommodation  is  available  in  Pantglas  Hall  Institution, 
for  trainable  females  from  7 years  upwards.  Accommodation 
for  males  will  be  provided  in  the  near  future. 

POOR  law. — At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  14  per- 
sons (4  males,  10  females)  in  Poor  Law  Institutions,  viz  : — 
Knighton  4,  Rhayader  6,  Hay  3,  and  Kington  1. 

There  were  7 persons  (3  males,  4 females)  who  received 
outdoor  relief,  and  were  under  supervision. 

Information  in  regard  to  ages  was  given  on  page  46, 
Annual  Report  for  1931,  and  in  addition  particulars  of  cases  in 
the  Mid-Wales  Mental  Hospital.
